In the claims : 

Claims 13, 14 and 18-24 have been cancelled. 

Claim 25: In line 3, ~ comprising a metal plate— has been inserted before the semi-colon. 
Claim 26: "including said backing" in line 2 has been replaced by -wherein said metal plate-. 
Claim 27: "including said backing" in line 2 has been replaced by -wherein said metal plate-. 
Claim 30: "asymettrical" in line 2 has been changed to —asymmetrical—. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 25-33 and 
35-37. 

For independent claim 25 and the dependent claims 26-3 1 the prior art of record does not 
disclose or clearly suggest a refrigeration device, comprising: 

said temperature-indicating element including a backing comprising a metal plate; 

a thermochromic layer applied to said backing, said thermochromic layer including 
thermochromic pigment elements that change color at about +4o C for visually indicating a 
predetermined desired temperature; 

in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

For independent claim 32 and the dependent claim 34 the prior art of record does not 
disclose or clearly suggest a temperature-indicating element for a refrigeration device, 
comprising: 

an indicator display including a contrast indication element for indicating that the 
atmosphere within the refrigeration device has passed below said predetermined desired 
temperature, said confrast indication element being disposed relative to said thermochromic layer 
such that said confrast indication element visually confrasts with the pigment of the different 
color and the extent of the visual contrast of said contrast indication element with the pigment of 
the different color being such that this visual contrast with the pigment of the different color is 
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greater than a visual contrast of said contrast indication element with the pigment of the given 
color, 

in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

For independent claim 35 and the dependent claims 36 and 37 the prior art of record does 
not disclose or clearly suggest a refrigeration device comprising: 

a temperature indication device disposed within the refrigeration compartment and 
subdividable into one portion and another portion, 

the temperature indication device including an asymmetrical set up indicia for visually 
indicating to a user that the one portion of the temperature indication device is in the 
predetermined installed orientation, whereupon the human readable indicia is thereby in its 
upright configuration for proper viewing 

in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim.
